Now

to criticise the official acts of any 
member of the board, or the super­ 
intendent, and we propose to exercise 
that right, whenever we feel disposed, 
without fear or favor of anyone. And 
when we de so, it will not be as the 
mouthpiece of either the board, the 
teachers or the superintendent, but 
aa citizens and individuals conducting 
a public journal. 
Concerning the professor’s claim 
that we were unjust in charging him 
with “toadying*’ because we were not 
personally acquainted with him, we 
must say we do not see how a person­ 
al acquaintance could have any bear­ 
ing on the matter, as a conclusion 
could be arrived at only by consider­ 
ing his official actions, and we are yet 
of the opinion that these justified our 
conclusions. 


Changing the City Charter. 
In compliance with a request of the 
council, the city attorney drew up a 
bill changing the city charter so that 
city elections will occur only once 
every two years, and then at the time 
of the 
November election. 
This 
changs, of course, made it necessary 
to lengthen the mayor's term to two 
years. 
This bill has been given to 
Mr. Stivers to introduce in the house. 
These changes, 
however, 
are not 
sufficient for Mr. Hemstead. so he 
had another bill drawn, which, besides 
making the above changes, makes the 
office of assessor elective, and two 
years rn length, and changes the mode 
of electing alderman so that two wi.l 
be elected from each ward. 
As Mr. 
Stivers also thinks Mr. Hemstead's 
bill the better of the two he will cot 
introduce the one given him by the 
council, but will support Mr. Hem- 
stead’s bill. 
If the people do not ap­ 
prove of these changes now is the 
time to object. 
In a couple of weeks 
it will be too late. 
Making the office 
of assessor elective is, we think, a 
wise change, but changing the man­ 
ner of electing aldermen to two rep­ 
resentatives from each ward, we do 
not approve of, because we believe a 
better and more representative class 
of men were selected under the old 
system than will be under the new. 
And again, the new system, with an 
even number in the council, makes 
possible the dead-lock, the worst pos­ 
sible hindrance to legislation. These, 
we consider serious objections, and 
sufficient reason why this change 
should not be made.

A Reply to Mr. Fleming. 
Aitkin, March 2, 1891. 
E d it o r s Dispatch:—in your issue 
oi F ebruary 27th, I noticed au article 
| written by Hon. VV. A. Fleming, re­ 
ferring to the taxation of rauroad 
lands. 
I have read this article and 
j am glad to know that he concedes 
that railroad lands not used iu the 
j operat ion of the road should be taxed 
if they can be. 
I ain not a lawyer 
, and of course cannot go into a legal 
discussion of the matter to any great 
extent. 
But I gather from the article 
above referred to that the honorable 
gentleman bases his objection to pass­ 
ing any law relating to the taxation 
of these lands uj>on the ground that 
the present mode of taxation is a con­ 
tract which caunot be annulled or 
rescinded by the state, without the 
consent of the railroad. 
In this. I 
think, he is mistaken. 
The parties 
having this bill in charge do not claim 
at present that the present mode of 
taxation is unconstitutional. 
The 
larger part of the article above re­ 
ferred to, is devoted to an argument 
of this kind, arid assumes that the law 
being constitutional is a contract and 
cannot be annulled. 
In this I do not 
agree with him. 
Admitting, for the 
sake of the argument, that these laws 
are constitutional, and the present 
mode of taxation of railroads, so far 
as the laud grant lands are concerned, 
is not an exemption of these lands is 
a substituted mode or rule of taxation. 
What is there in this that warrants 
the honorable gentleman in assuming 
that it is a contract’ 
Let us examine a little and see if it 
is a contract. 
I concede at the out­ 
set that where a grant of land is made 
to a railroad company iu considera­ 
tion that it shall build, equip, and 
maintain a road, and agree to pay a 
certain tax upon the property in lieu 
of oth^r taxes, aud ujxin the faith of 
this law a company accepts the grant, 
invest their money, aud proceed to 
build their road and do such other 
things as is required of them in this 
law, then it pecomes a contract which 
cannot be annulled without the con­ 
sent of both parties. 
In most of the 
cast's in this state, where the state 
rn ade the grant of lands, such condi­ 
tions are in the charter and in the 
hands of the original company were a 
contract, but by the terms of the grant 
in the hands of any grantee of these 
companies, whether a railroad cor­ 
poration or not, they are not exempt, 
except in some cases where exemption 
has been conferred upon them by a 
subsequent act of the legis ature, 
which, in their hands, by virtue of 
these subsequent acta, this exemption 
becomes a mere gratuity, and can be 
re called at any time. 
By exemption 
in this sense. I mean the same &•* *ub- 
,-tttilted taxation. 
But the Supreme 
Court of the United States have held 
that where any contract is made 
granting away or limiting the taxation 
power of th** state that such a con­ 
tract will tie viewed with great jealousy 
by the court and will be construed 
very strictly against the party claim­ 
ing exemption or limitation. 
And 
further, it has been repeatedly held 
that there must be some valid, sub- 
s.siing and adequate consideration 
passing between the state and the cor­ 
poration. 
The state must get some­ 
thing that it could not otherwise have 
obtained, and the company must have 
been induced in part, at least, to em­ 
bark upon the enterprise on the faith 
of the law, granting this exemption 
or limitation. 
The Northern Pacific railroad seems 
to be the one principally referred to 
in Mr. Fleming’s article. 
Let us 
apply this nile to the grant of the 
Northern 
Pacific railroad. 
It is 
familiar to you ail that the Northern 
Pacific railroad was organized under i 
an act of congress, approved July 2, 
1864. 
In this saine^act the land grant 
was made this company by the United 
States. 
They never received any 
state graut. 
Nothing whatever is 
said in this act relating to taxation of 
the property of this road except that 
the road-bed should be exempt in the 
territories of the United States, and 
that of course did not apply to Min­ 
nesota, which was a state at that time. 
And there was a further provision in 
the grant which required the approval 
of the state legislatures of this act 
wherever it passed through a state. 
The legislature of Minnesota in 1865. 
when it passed the act approving the 
congressional act organizing the N. 
P. road expressly reserved the right 
to tax any and all property of said 
company ia this state. 
In 1870 a law 
was enacted for the taxation of the 
property of this road as set forth in 
the article by Mr. Fleming, which he 
claims is a contract. 
Now let us apply 
these principles as laid down by the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
and let us see if this is a contract. 
Where is the consideration? 
Will 
you say it is the tax? 
The stat© was 
entitle! to that in the first instance. 
Will you say it is the manner in which 
the tax is levied? The state had a 
right to levy that tax in the manner 
that they did without the consent of 
the company. (See the tax appeal cases 
in the Fifteenth Wallace.) 
Did the 
company enter upon the construction 
of their road on the faith of this law? 
The answer to that is that they had 
accepted their grant and entered up­ 
on the construction of their road be­ 
fore the law was passed, and that too, 
with the express understanding that 
tim state reserved the right to tax the 
property of this company in any man­ 
ner that it should think proper. What 
then has the state received in consid­ 
eration of its surrender of the power 
of taxation in any other manner ex­ 
cept that laid down in this law. 
And 
surely if the legislature had the pow­ 
er to make a contract with this corpo­ 
ration which should be forever bind­ 
ing upon the state for three per cent, 
upon its gross earnings, it had the 
right to make it for any less sum, and 
that too, without taking into consid­ 
eration what the necessities of the 
state might be in the future. It might 
have made the tax merely nominal, 
and yet it would be sustained if the 
opinion of the gentleman who wrote 
the article is correct. 
It might have 
also made contracts in reference to all 
other property in this state without 
any consideration, and in that way 
subvert the government itself. Every 
contract must be supported by a 
consideration, and in this one we find 
none to say nothing of the considera­ 
tion that would be necessary to bring 
it within the rule laid down by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
The bill proposing a tax upon this 
land has been very thoroughly con­ 
sidered by the judiciary committee 
of the house of the present legisla­ 
ture, and not one of the able lawyers 
who were present and have examined 
the matter, were of the opinion that 
the Northern Pacific act was a con­ 
tract. 
If lawyers, then, disagree upon this, 
is it not right that the law should be 
passed in order to properly get the 
matter before tho court and there have 
it settled ? So long as our friend, Mr. 
Fleming, concedes that the land ought 


i to be taxed if it can be. and he is now 
I the county attorney of Crow Wing 
county, arid there is a large amount or 
this land iu this county, will he not 
join with us in our efforts to test this 
question ?

The da ughter is a grea t pet in Rus­ 
sia n fa milies, perha ps beca use there 
a re genera lly more sons tha n da ugh­ 
ters. Ta ke the y ounger members of 
the imperia l fa mily a s a n exa mple, 
a nd we find twenty -two gra nd dukes 
a nd only seven gra nd duchesses; a nd 
| this ma y be sta ted to be a bout the 
I a vera ge proportion in most fa milies. 
The necessity for men in the rura l dis­ 
tricts a s a ssista nts in the a gricultura l 
la bors of their fa thers, ha s given rise 
to a sa y ing: “ One son is no son; two 
sons a re ha lf a son; but three a re a 
whole son.” 
Notwithsta nding the pri« le a nd sa t­ 
isfa ction with which the birth of a 
boy is ha iled, the little girl is the da rl­ 
ing; the object of the tenderest a ffec­ 
tion a nd ca re of pa rents a nd broth­ 
ers, not to spea k of other a doring rel­ 
a tives. Much is not expected of her 
in the wa y of a ssista nce in the fa mily , 
she is indulged a s fa r a s their mea ns 
a nd circumsta nces will permit, a nd 
she ta kes it quietly a nti a s her due, 
but it is ra rely tha t she does not vol­ 
unta rily a n« l ta citly contribute her 
sha re in helping her mother. Her oc­ 
cupa tions a re much a bout thepa rue 
a s those of a ll Europea n girls, but 
pa rish work in Russia existeth not for 
her. She 
ca nnot ha ve cla sses a t 
Sunda y schools, a s religion is ta ught 
by priests or dea cons. 
It wouitl be thought quite extra ­ 
ordina ry a nd improper were a y oung 
unma rried girl to visit the sick or poor 
in towns, but in villa ges it is some­ 
times done under the direction of ma m­ 
ma or gra ndma mma . She is undoubt- 
e« Uy fond of plea sures, likes to tie well 
•Iressed, a nd genera lly a dores da ncing. 
Music is not the Russia n girl’s fort« , 
nor is solo singing. Most of the insti- 
tuka s, though they thoroughly un« ler- 
sta nd the theory of music, pla y like 
a child of 12; of course there a re ex­ 
ceptions, but it is seldom y ou fin« l a 
girl a ble to pla y a qua drille or polka 
off-ha nd. 
Girls ma rry very y oung in Russia , 
a nd there a re very few of those most 
estima ble individua lsca lle« l old ma ids. 
There a re no colonies for the Russia n’s 
to run a wa y too, a nd sa tisti« ,s show 
tha t the birth of boy s much exceed 
those of the girls. 
Long enga gements a re not a pprove« ! 
of, they seldom la st longer tha n a few I 
months, during which time the fia ncee 
is the mistress of the house. Her girl 
friends a ssemble to help sew the dowry , 
the sewing a fternoon genera lly ending 
in a « la nce a fter tea , when the bri<le- 
groom drops in with a few ba chelor 
friends.

principial and inteiest for usury. 
Senator Donnelly presented a resolution 
authorizing the investigating comee.titm 
which was ordered tlie day before to be ap­ 
pointed, to send for persons and papers and 
to em ploy a stenographer to take evidence. 
When the spjeciai order—the usury bill— 
wa® taken up, the first question was upon 
tile am endm ent of Senator March, which 
in effect repeals the foneiture clause and 
substitutes a penal clause in its stead. 
Senator Wood, in discussing the ques­ 
tion, said that no action taken by the legis­ 
lature could bring a great measure of re­ 
lief. The remedy must be furnished by the 
national governm ent in providing a greatci 
volume of currency. 
Senator Dean followed in a speech com­ 
bating Senator W ood's free coinage ideas. 
A vote was then taken ujion Senator 
M arch’s am endm ent and it was defeated by 
a vote of 24 to 24, 
Senator John Day Smith moped that the 
amended bill be’recomniended to be placed 
at the head of general orders, but the m o­ 
tion was defeated by a vote of 17 to 30

SXOW AND WIND. 


T he T e r r i bl e B liz z a r d In t he S o u th o t 
K n g l a u d Still R affing. 
London , March 12,—The blizzard In the 
Sou th of England continu es, though the 
« •eathei* in London is milder. 
All last night the storm raged fu riou sly, 
wliile there was an u nu su al rise in the tide. 
The channel steamers were badly bu ffeted 
abou t in crossing. The water was so rou gh 
in the harbors that it was with great diffi­ 
cu lty vessels were held to their moorings. 
From all along the coast come reports sim­ 
ilar to the above, and throu ghou t Great 
Britain the blizzard has seriou sly interfered 
with telegraphic commu nication. 
Deports irom variou s cou nties represent 
the snow as drifting heavily. Trains are 
more or less delayed, and in some instances 
are completely stalled. All fieldwork has 
been abandoned and the loss of larnt stock 
will u ndou btedly be immense. The storm 
has not been equ aled in violence since 1870 
Commu nication with many parts of the 
cou ntry is so crippled that it is probable 
bu t little is yet known of the real magni­ 
tu de of the storm. The banksof the Thames 
from Richmond down are inu ndated. 
The 
wagons in Covent Garden market are so 
snowed u p as to be inaccessible, and in 
consequ ence su pplies are becoiiiing scarce. 
In the noorer qu arters of the city this is the 
cau se o: seriou s su ffering. On the docks 
work is nartially su spended. Information 
has been received here that five fishing 
smacks have been wrecked off Hastings, 
and that three jiersons were drowned in 
consequ ence. 
A coastgu ard boat, while attem pting to 
effect the rescu e ol the distressed seamen ol 
the Sand Gate, capsized, and seven of those 
on board were drowned. At police head­ 
qu arters several persons are reported as 
missing, and it is teared they have perished 
in the snow dri ts. 
Some trains were stalled du ring tlie night, 
bu t their passengers were released this 
morning, many having su ffered greatly 
¡rou t cold. 
Snow has lx?en falling in London the 
whole night, and the storm has taken a 
iredi start, bu t in a milder form, in 
the north 
ot 
England 
and iu Scot­ 
land. In the sou thwest of England a gale 
has been blowing intermittingly du ring the 
last twenty-fou r hou rs. 
Bu siness at Bristol 
is su spended. Trains are snowed u p in all 
directions.

Such capes are inude of tlie palo Pa r­ 
ma-violet shades now worn; a lso of 
gray , ta n, or reseda, as well a s black 
cloth. 
Driving capes tha t will a lso be worn 
a t the sea-side and mountains during 
the summer are made of red English 
serge, rough-surfaced y et pliant, and 
woven in wide diagonals. They are 
lined throughout with black twilled 
silk or sa tin surah, and are trimmed 
with black. They have fitted forms 
in front and hack, held in place by an 
inside belt. The shoulders are slight­ 
ly puffed, and deeply folded pleats tall 
over the front. Tlie small slightly 
Haring collar is covered with black 
passementerie and lined with block 
velvet. White serge capes are similar­ 
ly made, and trimmed with gold gal­ 
loon brocaded with silver leaves. 
White ostrich tips form the collar.—

G ibraltar, March 19.—T he British steam ­ 
ship Utopia, from Italian ports, bound for 
New York with 700

of the collisiod.

As neith er of th s y ou ng ladies 
referred to h ad ev er receiv ed an inti­ 
mation from th e su p erintendent or 
any one else bu t wh at th ey were giv ­ 
ing th s best of satisfaction, th ey were 
greatly su rp rised, and th e p eop le of 
th e city , esp ecially of th e 
2 nd ward, 
were ju stly indignant wh en th e facta 
became known by formal notice to 
th e disch arged teach ers on Satu rday . 
Th e matter was freely discu ssed on 
Satu rday , Su nday and Monday , and 
th e p resident ef th s board was p re­ 
v ailed u p on to call a sp ecial meeting 
for Monday nigh t to reconsider th e 
matter. Meanwh ile a p etition was cir­ 
cu lated in th e 2nd ward and 120 sig­ 
natu res secu red, asking th at th e res­ 
olu tion be reconsidered and th e teach ­ 
ers re-instated. 
Th e board met in 
Hagberg’s store as p er call, th e meet­ 
ing being attended by a large nu m­ 
ber of indignant citizens, and th e p e­ 
tition was p resented. 
Remarks were 
made by Messrs. Treglawney , Frizzel', 
Congdon, Swartz and oth er 2nd ward 
citizens, all declaring th at th ey were 
more th an satisfied with th e p resent 
teach ers, and asked th at th ey be re­ 
instated. 
Bu t all to no effect. Th e 
p etition and th e motion to reconsider 
was laid on th e table by a v ote of 6 to 
3, Messrs. Towers, Titze, Erickson, 
Doran, Winters and Pennell v otng 
y ea, and Messrs. Ilagberg, Willis and 
McKay v oting no. 
Mr. Lagerqu ist 
was absent. 
Mr. Pennell ex p lain« <l 
h is v ote by say ing th at wh ile h e wou ld 
like to see th e teach ers reinstated, h e 
wou ld v ote against reconsidering be­ 
cau se oth er teach er h ad been h ired, 
wh ich wou ld cau se embarrassment. 
McKay ’s v ote was a comp lete flop from 
th e p osition h e h as occu p ied h ereto­ 
fore, and h e ex p lained bis v ote by 
say ing th at h e th ou gh t th e board did 
righ t, bu t h e wou ld v ote to reconsider 
becau se h is constitu ents demanded it. 
Th is action of th e board in th u s ig­ 
noring th e wish es of th e p eop le of th e 


2nd ward in a matter of su ch v ital 
imp ortance to th em and th eir families 
h as arou sed great indignation, and 
th e members wh o are resp ensible are 
being denou nced 
in 
u nmeasu red 
terms as th ey rich ly deserv e. 
Th is u nju st action of th e board 
makes interesting th e p u blication of 
th e tru e inwardness of a state of af­ 
faire wh ich is any th ing bu t adv anta­ 
geou s to ou r sch ools, and sh ows bow 
far some men will go to gratify th eir 
p ersonal sp ite. 
Abou t two y ears ago 
and some time p rev iou s to h s election, 
a 4th ward member of th s board said 
to th e writer of th is article th at h e 
p rop osed to be a candidate for th e 
sch ool board, and if elected h e wou ld 
see wh o was ru nning th e sch ools, th e 
board or Prof. Wilson; and fu rth er 
th at be wou ld see to it th at th e Prof. 
and h is friends wou ld be fired with ­ 
ou t ceremony . Th is motiv e h as gov ­ 
erned th e action of th is member ev er 
since, and for no oth er reason th an 
th at th e board refu sed to engage h is 
dau gh ter as teach er becau se sh e cou ld 
not p ass th e necessary ex amination, 
for wh ich Prof. Wilson was in no wise 
to blame. 
By laboring qu ietly with 
members of th e board,h e su cceeded in 
getting a su fficient nu mber of th e 
board, members equ ally as ignorant 
and incap able as h imself, to do h is 
bidding, and Prof. Wilson's ap p lica­ 
tion was rejected as a consequ ence, 
notwith s*andiog th e fact th at fu lly 
th ree-fou rth s of ou r citizens desired 
to see h im re-elected. 
He and h is 
friends now seek to v ent th eir sp ite 
u p on all th e old teach ers wh o serv ed 
u nder Prof. Wilson, and wh o liked 
h im becau se of h is ability as a ieach er 
and h is gentlemanly condu ct towards 
th em. 
Th ey tried to p rev ent th ese 
teach ers from being re elected at th e 
beginning of th e y ear. Bu t not sat isfied 
with simp ly try ing to p rev ent th eir 
re-election, th ey h av e, at nearly ev ery 
meeting since, tried 
to 
inju re 
th eir standing as teach ers by dis­ 
ch arging th em, alleging incomp etency 
as th e cau se. Th ey h av e su cceeded 
so far as two of th e teach ers are con­ 
cerned, bu t th e force of th eir action, 
h owev er, we are p leased to state, h as 
been comp letely ov ercome, and th e 
ch arge of incomp etency most effectu ­ 
ally refu ted, by th e actiqp of th e p a­ 
rents of th e ch ildren tau gh t by th ese 
teach ers, in p rotesting against th eir 
remov al, and declaring th emselv es as 
more th an satisfied with th e p rogress 
th e ch ildren were making. Bu t th ere 
is no basis for th e ch arge of incom­ 
p etency wh atev er. 
It is tru e, th at 
Miss Hall, th e state insp ector, did re­ 
p ort sev eral of th e teach ers a little 
lax m discip line, bu t esp ecially ad­ 
v ised th at th ey be retained and cor­ 
rected, and th ey wou ld be all righ t 
Concerning th eir edu cational qu alifi­ 
cations h er rep ort was fav orable. 
Bu t su p p osing th ese teach ers were 
not giv ing th e best of satisfaction, th s 
attemp t of th ese members to brand 
th em as incomp etent, after re-engag­ 
ing th em for two y ears in su ccession, 
wou ld still be most contemp tible in 
th e ey es of all fair-minded p ersons. 
Had th ey waited only two month s 
longer, and th en simp ly refu sed to 
emp loy th em again, no h arm wou ld 
h av e resu lted ex cep t th e loes of good 
teach ers in th e sch ool, bu t to p u blicly 
declare th em incomp etent by dismiss­ 
ing th em, with ou t cau se, or p rev iou s 
comp laint h av ing been made to th em, 
is not only u nju st bu t dish onorable, 
and we greatly mistake th e p eop le of 
all p arts of th is city , if th ese members 
are not rebu ked in no u ncertain tone« 
wh en th e p rop er time arriv es. 
Prof. Ch eadle’s action in th is mat­ 
ter, and in fact ev er since h is con­ 
nection with th e sch ools h ere, h as 
been far from commendable. 
In or­ 
der to make h imself “solid,” h e h as 
lent h imself a willing tool to th is fac­ 
tion of th e board, and h as embraced 
ev ery op p ortu nity , as nerr as we can 
learn, to magnify little sh ort comings 
on th e p art of th ese old teach ers in 
rep orting th em to th e board, bu t h as 


nev er bad th e fairness to call th e at­ 
tention of th e teach ers th emselv es to 
th ese fau lts th at th ey cou ld correct 
th em, wh ich certainly was a du ty h e 
owed to th em and bis p osition. 
His 
great fau lt lay in h is desire, by h is 
actions, to make h imself p op u lar with 
wh at h s conceiv ed to be th e control- 
ing element of th e board, no matter 
wh at inju ry resu lted to th e sch ool« , 
or wh at inju stice was done to oth ers. 
Th is toady ing p olicy will not work 
long in an intelligent commu nity like 
th is, and h e will h av e to ch ange h is 
meth ods, or th e p eop le will see th at a 
better man su cceeds th em. 


L a t z b .—It now transp ires th at ac­ 
cording to th s contract th s teach ers 
h ad, th s board cou ld not disch arge 
th ese teach ers with ou t p ay ing th em 
th eir salary for th s balance of th e 
y ear if th ey refu sed to resign, u nless 
for good and su fficient cau se. Ac­ 
cordingly s sp ecial meeting was called 
last nigh t to consider th is new p h ase 
of th e qu estion, wh ich resu lted in th e 
matter being reconsideaad mid th e 
teach ers re-instated, wh ich is v irtu ally 
an admission th at th ere was no cau se 
for th eir dismissal. Th e v ery mem­ 
ber wh o h as been th e p rime mov er in 
th e wh ole bu siness, tried to escap e 
th e resp onsibility and sh ift it entirely 
on th e su p erintendents sh ou lders, by 
say ing th e board h ad noth ing to re­ 
consider, th at th e board h ad not offi­ 
cially notified th ese teach ers, bu t it 
was th e su p erintendent wh o did so, 
and h e was to blame. Th is is in keep ­ 
ing with bin former actions, and sh ows 
th e cabbre of th e man. Th u s ends th is 
dih gracrfu l farce.

When my judgment has differed from 
theirs, I have not hesitated to express 
it just as freely as if it had been in 
accord.

my teachers their faults directly, win n 
I have thought it necessary, or that it 
would do them any good. 
This is all 
that can be expected of a supervisor. 
If a presentation of correct principles 
iud methods of education, and rea­ 
sonable assistance in applying them 
will not enable a teacher to do good 
work, she is not properly a subject for 
instruction, but for dismissal. 
I wish to say also that you have in­ 
correctly reported the judgment which 
the state inspector passed on certain 
of our teachers. 
I, for one, would not 
willingly make tho opinion of the 
inspector known, although it would 
more than justify my own 
I shall 
not give it further publicity unless I 
am forced to do so by the unwise 
course of their friends. 
I did not ask, suggest, or in any 
way bring about the request for the 
resignations of these teachers at the 
present time, nor did I approve of the 
withdrawal of the request when once 
it had been made, but as the Board 
did not ask my advice on this point, I 
did not give it. 
I ’he loss of my position, with which 
you nienance me, would not have 
enough weight., even were it certain, 
to induce me to violate my conscience 
any prostitute my judgment by giv­ 
ing any other than an honest opinion 
when it is required of me by any man 
or body of men in whom is vested the 
right to ask it of me. 
I shall not al­ 
low ray conduct to be controlled, or 
even modified by the contingency of 
a re-election. 
I shall stand for what 
is right in itself and just to all, so far 
as it is given to me to know it, taking 
no thought for the fear or the favor 
of any mao. If I cannot retain my 
present position without debasing my 
manhood by the expression of opinions 
framed to meet the wishes of persons 
who have some pnvate interest in 
view, I do not wish to retain it. 
Do not misunderstand on this point, 
I am not to be controlled or even 
swayed by frantic clamors, or revenge­ 
ful threats. If I cannot serve the 
people of Brainerd honestly, I will 
not serve them at all.

Annual report of Archibald Speers, 
Missionary for 
American 
Sunday 
School Union, for the year 1890. 
During the year I have organized 
and re-organized 45 Sunday Schools, 
with 237 officers and 1148 scholars, 
total 1385. 
Visited and otherwise 
aided 27 other schools, with 935 teach­ 
ers and scholars, besides visited a 
number of denominational schools, 
have distributed 104 Bibles and Testa­ 
ments, sold and distributed $210 worth 
of Sunday School literature, made 
1070 family visits, traveled 8572 miles, 
delivered 262 sermons and addresses, 
spent 80 days in evangelistic work, 
abont one-half of the time holding 
two meetings a day, sp* ut 60 days of 
this time in my own district. 
There were 138 converts in my dis 
I nets. 
I spent 20 days in Missionary 
districts, returning work to brethern 
who assisted me in my field, where 
over 50 persons professed Salvation. 
My district is a frontier, most all 
wild, timber, with lakes, swamps, 
muskeg’s hills and rocks. 
The (jeople in some parts are very 
poor, and live principally by fishing, 
hunting, and working in the timber 
during the winter. 
My (jollies have stood some cold 
nights tied to a log or the end of an 
old building. 
Sometimes I get hard 
beds ana hard t«oard, but praise the 
Lord it is better than ray blessed 
Saviour had, at times not where to 
ley his head. 
I have had some fearful sieges 
getting through mu^keysand swamps' 
so deep that both myself and (jonies 
were almost lost. but when I see fruit 
for my labor and God honored in the 
Salvation of souls, I feel more than 
aid for my labor aud toil. 
In one cf 
Ie* seh'jol houses we held meetings 
in hist mouth, all attended were con­ 
verted excepting three per fens, and 
le y have reformed their lives, and 
at the la"t meeting all who attended 
were saved. A short time ago, on 
.Sunday, I stopped over night with a 
man that was 
seeking Salvation, 
talked with him instructing him in the 
way of Faith, and became into Light 
and Liberty. 
Next morning I called 
to see another man who Dad come to 
the meetings and there stopped, he 
was from home, but I read God's 
word and prayed with his wife, who 
was not able to come out. On my re­ 
turn I met her husband, took him into 
the bush axd kneeling down on the 
snow prayed, and urged him to do so, 
he prayed the Publicans prayer, next 
day both husband and wife were at 
the meeting, gave their hearts to the 
Saviour and united with the church. 
I could give many interesting in­ 
cidents of my work, but do not wish 
to occupy too much of your time. 
Would also add I have worked up 
four Sanday Scool conventions, be­ 
sides assisting in others, and in my 
own district l l weekly prayer meet­ 
ings are held in school houses. Eight 
church organizations have grown out 
of the Sunday Schools in my district

Music is not the Russian girl’s forte, 
nor is solo singing. Most of the insti- 
tukas, though they thoroughly under­ 
stand the theory of music, play like 
a child of 12; of course there are ex­ 
ceptions, but it is seldom you find a 
girl able to play a quadrille or polka 
off-hand. 
Girls m arry very young in Russia, 
and there are very few’ of those m ost 
estimable individuals called old maids. 
There are no colonies for the Russian’s 
to run away too, and satisfies show 
th at the birth of boys much exceed 
those of the girls.

The senate resumed the discussion of the 
interest and usury bills yesterday, and 
when adjournm ent wa* readied iiad j*ro- 
eeeded so far a* to declare that tlie rate of 
interest should be reduced to G and 8 j>er 
cent. The question of usury was brought 
squarely before the,senate, but be ore a vote 
could be reached the senate adjourned. 
After tbe approval of the journal by the 
•enate the chair announced the receipt of a 
com m unication from tlie railroad comm is­ 
sion iriviue Hie inform ation asked for by 
the Mayo resolution. 
The report and en­ 
closed docum ents formed a very bulky 
package, and was re erred to the railroad 
coniniitlee. 
Among the bills introduced was one by 
Senator Nelson, providing for the subm is­ 
sion of an am endm ent to tlie constitution 
prohibiting sale and m anufacture ot in­ 
toxicating liquors. 
S enators. I). Peterson presented a valued 
jKilicy insurance bill, the third now before 
the legislature, there being one in the bouse 
and two in the senate. 
Senator La Due introduced a bill m aking 
the office of tile members of the board oi 
equalization elective. 
Senator Donnelly presented a joint reso­ 
lution asking congress to establish a postal 
telegraph system. 
HOUSE. 
W hen the house reassembled at 2 o'clock, 
Mr. Keyes introduced a resolution, wjiicfi 
was jmssed, authorizing the judiciary com­ 
m ittee to fix a date atter which no new bills 
w ill be introduced. 
Two bills, one by Mr. Stone and the other 
by Mr. Barrett, were introduced to regulate 
the entering and classification of running, 
trotting and pacing horses in races, compe­ 
titions, etc., iii the state, and providing 
penalties Ipr lalse entries. 
Mr. Lonien, nothing daunted by the pre- 
niatuie death of his bill to j*rohibit the use 
of soft or lignite coal on locomotives within 
the lim its of large cities, introduced another 
and sim ilar one yesterday. 
Mr. Penney of H ennepin introduced an 
im portant bill providing for the establish­ 
ment of a school of mines at the state uni­ 
versity. 
The bill appropriates $6,000 to 
meet lite cost of establishing such a school, 
and also provides for an annual appropria­ 
tion of $4,500 for m aintaining the same. 
Friday March- 6. 


SENATE. 
Senator Crandall presented a resolution 
declaring it to be the sense of the senate 
th at all bills appropriating money should 
be introduced celure March 15. Senator 
Davis moved to am end by m aking the date 
March 20. 
Tlie am endm ent was agreed to, 
and the resolution as amended was adopted. 
Senator Dean called attention to the 
deadly air of the senate chamber, which 
had already sent more than half a dozen 
senators hom e sick, w hile several more 
w’erejust on th e dividingiine,and offered a 
resolution providing for the appointm ent 
of a com m ittee to investigate the subject ot 
ventilation, to see if it could not he im ­ 
proved. The resolution was adopted, and 
the chair appointed as the com m ittee Sena­ 
tors Dean, Bell and Mayo. 
After the order of reports of committees 
was finished the sci ate adjourned until 
M-onday afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
HOUSE. 
The com m ittee on tiff iitary affairs made 
a long report to the ltouse yesterday m orn­ 
ing on the bill introduced by Mr. Stivers 
providing for the com pilation of a history 
of the Minnesota troops during the Indian 
and civil ware oflSOl and 1865. The report 
stated th at such a j*ui*lication would cost 
$8 864, which the bill projsoses shall be 
taken from the public printing fund. 
The 
num ber of copies to be printed is 10,000. In

Candles are still much relied on for il­ 
lumination. A hundred otherconven- 
iences regarded 
as 
necessaries in 
American homes are unknown in Eng­ 
lish households. A recent writer on 
the subject remarks th a t “it may be 
safely said th a t there is not a royal 
palace in all Great Britain or Europe, 
which is as luxurious, or even comfor­ 
table. as the house o: *he average 
American of moderate means, and in 
no country in the world is the greatest 
I blessing of life—a happy and comfor- 
1 table home—so readily within reach of 
all as in our own land.”—Good House­ 
keeping.

Q uinine Can K i l l . 
Evening W isconsin: The death of a young 
girl student in a fashionable New York 
boarding school, w hich seems to have re­ 
sulted front the use of pills eaclt containing 
six grains of quinine and one-sixth of a 
grain of m orphine, which were prescribed 
bv an undergraduate physician as a remedy 
for insomnia, should be a lesson as to the 
danger of carelessly using powerful drugs. 
The probability seems to be that the qui­ 
nine, not the morphine, was in this case 
the latal ingredient, the young patient 
being supposed to have had valvulardisease 
ol the heart, though this was not suspected 
by lier young friend who took the responsi­ 
bility of prescribing tor her. 
Many j>eople suppose th at quinine can 
he taken for anything and everything, and 
by everybody, with no more necessity for 
precaution than if it were bread. 
But this 
is a mistake. 
In large doses, tile drug de­ 
presses tile action of tile heart even in 
healthy persons, and may cause death. 
Beople whose hearts are not in norm al con­ 
dition m ay be killed by a sm all dose, as 
was the young girl in the New Y ork sem­ 
inary. 
The m oral of this is: Take drugs only 
when prescribed for you by a competent 
physician who lias it.ade a careiul study of 
your case. 
Otherwise 
let them alone. 
Diagnosis is a thing often requiring more 
ski ii than prescription, and until it is reas­ 
onably certain that the diagnosis is correct 
the prescription should he deterred. 
D on’t 
take quinine or any other medicine simply 
because it has cured some one else. 
Your 
case may be superficially the same, but es­ 
sentially different, and w hat has cured an-

The principal feature o r the early hours 
of yesterday’s session of the house wa- the 
hearing of a number of petitions irom ruit- 
road employes throughout the state pro- 
tegiing against the )>a—a^e of the Currier 
bill as being seriously detrimental not only 
to their interests, but to the interests ot tlie 
railroad companies and ttie commercial 
and agricultural interests of tlie state. Tfie 
petitions were signed by several thousand 
railroad employes, including 1,100 In Min­ 
neapolis and 891 in Brainerd.

It is 
proj*o*ed to pay the inspectors by the :e« 
system, but no provision to that »fleet is 
placed in the bill as yet. The author said 
that the object wa* to get the main idea be­ 
fore the senate and have the measure per­ 
fected there. 
The Itasca county fight was ended yester­ 
day by the passage in the senate ofthe 
house bill organizing the cuuntv. The bill 
as nas-ed provides that the sheriff o Aitkin 
County shall act as sheriff ol Itasca county 
until tiie next general election. 
Senator Hompe s bill requiring ail news­ 
paper articles reterring by name fo any j**r- 
aon to be signed by the j*rson* writing 
them, wa* recommended to pass by the sen­ 
ate judiciary committee. 
The senate then went into committee of 
the whole lor the consideration of general 
o.ders, with Senator Barr in the chair.

Mr. A. French introduced a bill provid­ 
ing for an annual appropriation of $io.0uo 
to maintain farmer*’ institutes in the slate, 
and the average cost f>er annum of each in­ 
stitute is not to exceed $150. 
Mr. W ahlund introduced a bill which 
f»rovides that it shall be the duty of every 
>oard of trustee* or board of education to 
take the census ol the children of school 
age in their district between the 1st and 10th 
of July each alternate year, commencing 
in 1891. They are to make a census return 
Of ail the children ivtwo-n fiveand twrenty- 
one yean in their district, giving the age. 
sex ami nationality. They are also to give 
the names o f the parents or guardians and 
place ot residence, of all children in their 
district* between the ages o eight ami mx- 
teeri year*.

Mr. Uarleton introduced a bill providing 
for the establishment and organization of a 
state board of immigration, and appropri­ 
ating $5,<>ju annually fo maintain it.

SENATE. 
The senate resumed the discussion of the 
interest and usury bills yesterday, and 
when adjournm ent was reached had pro­ 
ceeded so far as to declare tliat the rate of 
interest should be reduced to 6 and 8 per 
cent. The question of usury wa* brought 
squarely before the senate, but be ore a vote 
could be reached the senate adjourned. 
Alter the approval of the journal by the 
senate the chair announced the receipt ol a 
communication from the railroad commis­ 
sion giving the information asked lor by 
the Mayo resolution. The report and en­ 
closed documents formed a very bulky 
package, and was re erred to the railroad 
committee. 
Among the bills introduced was one by 
Senator Nelson, providing for the submis­ 
sion of an amendment to the constitution 
prohibiting sale and manulacture oi in­ 
toxicating liquors. 
Senator S. 1>. Peterson presented a valued 
policy insurance bill, the third now before 
the legislature, there being one in the bouse 
and two in the senate. 
Senator La Due introduced a bill making 
the office ot the members of the board of 
equalization elective. 
Senator Donnelly presented a joint reso­ 
lution asking congress to establish a postal 
telegraph system. 
HOUSE. 
When the housereassentbled at 2 o’clock, 
Mr. Keyes introduced a resolution, wjiicn 
was passed, authorizing the judiciary com­ 
mittee to fix a date alter which no new bills 
will be introduced. 
Two bills, one by Mr. Stone and the other 
by Mr. Barrett, were introduced to regulate 
the entering and classification of running, 
trotting and pacing horses in races, compe­ 
titions, etc., m the state, and providing 
penalties lor lalse entries. 
Mr. Lonten, nothing daunted by the pre- 
m atuie death of his bill to prohibit the use 
ot soft or lignite coal on locomotives within 
the limits oi large cities, introduced another 
and similar one yesterday. 
Mr. Penney of Hennepin introduced an 
im portant bill providing tor the establish­ 
ment of a school of mines at the state uni­ 
versity. 
The bill appropriates $6,000 to 
meet the cost of establishing such a school, 
and also provides lor an annual approoriu- 
tion ot $4,.500 for m aintaining the same. 
F r i d a y M a r c h . 6. 
SENATE. 
Senator Crandall presented a resolution 
declaring it to be the sense ot the senate 
that all bills appropriating money should 
be introduced before March 15. Senator 
Davis moved to amend bv making tlie date 
March 20. The amendment was agreed to, 
and the resolution as amended was adopted. 
Senator Dean called attention to the 
deadly air of the senate chamber, which 
had already sent more than half a dozen 
senators home sick, while several more 
were just on the dividing line,and offered a 
resolution providing for the appointment 
of a committee to investigate the subject ot 
ventilation, to see if it could not be im ­ 
proved. The resolution was adopted, and 
the chair appointed as the committee Sena­ 
tors Dean, Bell and Mayo. 
After the order of reports of committees 
was finished the set ate adjourned until 
Monday afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
HOUSE. 
The committee on military affairs made 
a long report to the house yesterday morn­ 
ing on the bill introduced by Mr. Stivers 
providing lor the com pilation of a history 
of the Minnesota troops during the Indian 
and civil wars of 1861 and 1865. 
lh e report 
stated that such a publication would cost 
$8,864, which the bill p re sse s shall be 
taken irom the public printing fqud. The 
number ol copies to be printed is 10,000. In 
recommending tl»« bill to pass the commit­ 
tee discussed its merits at great length.

The daughter is a great pet in Rus­ 
sian families, perhaps because there ! 
are generally more sons than daugh- j 
ters. Take the younger members of 
the imperial family as an example, 
and we find twenty-two grand dukes 
and only seven grand duchesses; and 
this may be stated to be about the 
average proportion in most families. 
The necessity for men in the rural dis­ 
tricts as assistants in the agricultural 
labors of their fathers, has given rise 
to a saying: “One son is no son; two 
sons are half a son; but three are a 
whole son.” 
Notwithstanding the pride and sat­ 
isfaction with which the birth of a 
boy is hailed, the little girl is the darl­ 
ing; the object of the tenderest affec­ 
tion and care of parents and broth­ 
ers, not to speak of other adoring rel­ 
atives. Much Is not expected of her 
in the way of assistance in the family, 
she is indulged as far as their means 
and circumstances will permit, and 
she takes it quietly and as her due, 
but it is rarely that she does not vol­ 
untarily and tacitly contribute her 
share in helping her mother. Her oc­ 
cupations are much about tlie parae 
as those of all European girls, but 
parish work in Russia existeth not for 
ner. She 
cannot have classes at 
Sunday schools, as religion is taught 
by priests or deacons. 
It would be thought quite extra­ 
ordinary and improper were a young 
unmarried girl to visit the sick or poor 
in towns, but in villages it is some­ 
times done under the direction of mam­ 
ma orgrandmamma. She is undoubt­ 
edly fond of pleasures, likes to be well 
dressed, and generally adores dancing. 
Music is not the Russian girl’s forte, 
nor is solo singing. Most of the insti- 
tukas, though they thoroughly under­ 
stand the theory of music, play like 
a child of 12; of course there are ex­ 
ceptions, but it is seldom you find a 
girl able to play a quadrille or polka 
off-hand. 
Girls marry very young in Russia, 
and there are very few of t hose m ost 
estimable individualscalled old maids. 
There are nocoloniesforthe Russnin’s 
to run away too, and satieties show 
that the birth of boys much exceed 
those of the girls. 
Long engagements are not approved 
of, they seldom last longer than a few 
months, during which time the fiancee 
is the mistress of the house. Her girl 
friends assemble to help sew the dowry, 
the sewing afternoon generally ending 
in a dance after tea, when the bride­ 
groom drops in with a few bachelor 
friends. Another wedding 
is 
thus 
often arranged, and so on, little by 
little, till, like the fifty one cards in 
the game of “old maid” they pair off, 
and one, generally of the sterner sex, 
is left—forlorn. — English Illustrated 
Magazine.

American homes are unknown in Eng­ 
lish households. A recent writer on 
the subject remarks that “it may be 
safely said that there is not a royal 
palace in all Great Britain or Europe, 
which is as luxurious, or even comfor­ 
table, as the house of the average 
American of moderate means, and in 
no country in the world is the greatest 
blessing of life—a happy and comfor­ 
table home—so readily within reach of 
all as in our own land.”—Good House­ 
keeping.

Fivening Wisconsin: The death of a young 
girl student in a fashionable New York 
boarding school, which seems to have re­ 
sulted Irom the use of pills each containing 
six grains of quinine and one-sixth of a 
grain of morphine, which w’ere prescribed 
by an undergraduate physician as a remedy 
for insomnia, should be a lesson as to the 
danger of carelessly using powerful drugs. 
The probability seems to be that the qui­ 
nine, not the morphine, was in this case 
tlie fatal ingredient, the young patient 
being supposed to have hadvalvulardisease 
ol the heart, though this was not suspected 
by her young friend who took the responsi­ 
bility of prescribing lor her. 
Many people suppose that quinine can 
betaken for anything and everythin:?, and 
by everybody, with no more necessity tor 
precaution than if it were bread. 
But this 
is a mistake. 
In large doses, the drug de­ 
presses the action of tlie heart even in 
healthy persons, and may cause death. 
People whose hearts are not in normal con­ 
dition may be killed by a small dose, as 
was the young girl in the New York sem­ 
inary. 
The moral of this is: Take drugs only 
when prescribed lor you by a competent 
physician who lias n.ade a carelul study of 
your case. 
Otherwise 
let them aione. 
Diagnosis is a thing often requiring more 
skill than prescription, and until it is reas­ 
onably certain that the diagnosis is correct 
the prescription should be deferred. 
Don’t 
take quinine or any other medicine simply 
because it lias cured some one else. 
Your 
case may be superficially the same, but es­ 
sentially different, and what has cured an­ 
other may kfll you.

I From all along the coast come reports sim- 
j liar to the above, aud throughout Great 
i Britain the blizzard has seriously interbred 
I with telegraphic communication. 
Reports from various counties represent 
the snow as drifting heavily. 
Trains are 
more or less delayed, and in some instances 
are completely stalled. 
All fieldwork has 
been abandoned and the loss tm farm stock 
I will undoubtedly be immense. The storm 
has not been equaled in violence since 1870 
Communication with many parts of the 
country is so crippled that it is probable 
but little is yet known of the real magni­ 
tude of the storm. The banks o f the Thames 
from Richmond down are inundated. 
Tin 
wagons in Covent Garden market are so 
snowed up as to be inaccessible, and in 
consequence supplies are Incoming scarce. 
In the poorer quarters of the city this is the 
cause of serious suffering. On the docks 
work is partially suspended. 
Information 
has been received here that five fishing 
smacks Lave been wrecked off Hastings, 
and that three j*ersons were drowned in 
consequence. 
A coastguard boat, while attempting to 
effect the rescue of the distressed seamen of 
the Sam!

Their average 
length of twenty-five inches permits 
them to fall low on the hips.

Shopping or Knitting Bag. 
A shopping or knitting bag is some­ 
thing the use of which will soon prove 
its value.

Good, plain, but nourish­ 
ing food; for th at is the best for 
health,and to be well in health is to be 
well in voice, and good health is abso­ 
lutely necessary for good 
singing. 
Some few things should lie entirely 
avoided, such as nuts, for instance, 
which affect the throat as well as the 
digestion. To lead a regular life is al­ 
so absolutely essential, and young— 
and indeed, all—artistes, if they wish 
to excel, must live for their art alone. ; 
and must give up a great many “pleas- j 
tires”; but if this, as it should do, en­ 
ables 
the artiste to become great 
then 
they 
have 
their 
reward 
for all sacrifices. 
To be artistes, 
they should live as artistes—go when- j 
ever possible, to hear and to see fine ; 
singing and fine acting; endeavor to ; 
see fine picture®, fine statues; read 
clever books and the biographies of 
great men and great historical char­ 
acters; to live, in fact, in an atm os­ 
phere of art and of intellect, which 
will help them far more than a t first 
they may be disposed to think in 
their own artistic career. 
I would say to a student, “Study 
the notes, tfie words, the intention 
andmeanmgof everything;think these 
thoroughly out, gather it all up into 
one consecutive whole, and then and 
to it any genius you may have ol 
your own. 
And. in doing this do not 
be discouraged it you do not immed­ 
iately attain the desired result; birt 
persevere in your idea. In studying a 
new work I have many times lailed to 
reach the effect for which I was striv­ 
ing; but I have worked on, and per­ 
haps a t rehearsal, or perhaps a t the 
first performance, it has come to me 
quite unexpectedly and as 
a great 
surprise, like an inspiration. 
But all this must not also mean t he 
shutting yourself up in the selfish con­ 
templation of pour ow n personal ca­ 
reer alone, for you must remember 
th at to act well you must understand 
human nature well; and to sing so as 
to touch others’ hearts you must lie 
in sym pathy with those hearts your 
self.— Ladie’s Home Journal.

SNOW AND WIND. 


T h e T e r r ib le K lizsa rtl In th e S o u th o t 
E n g la n d S till R a g in g . 


L o n d o n , March 12,—The blizzard in the 
South of England continues, though the 
«-eather in London is milder. 
All last night the storm raged furiously, 
while there was an unusual rise in the tide. 
The channel steamers were badly buffeted 
about in crossing. The water was so rough 
in the harbors that it was with great diffi­ 
culty vessels were held to their moorings. 
From all along the coast come reports sim­ 
ilar to tlie above, and throughout Great 
Britain the blizzard has seriously interfered 
with telegraphic communication. 
Reports Irom various counties represent 
the snow as drifting heavily. Trains are 
more or less delayed, and in some instances 
are completely stalled. All fieldwork has 
been abandoned and the loss-of larm stock 
will undoubtedly be immense. The storm 
has not been equaled in violence since 1870 
Communication with many parts of the 
country is so crippled that it is probable 
but little is yet known of the real magni­ 
tude of the storm. The bank* of the Thames 
from Richmond down are inundated. 
The 
wagons in Covent Garden market are so 
snowed up as to be inaccessible, and in 
consequence supplies are bccohiing scarce. 
In the noorer quarters of the city this is the 
cause of serious suffering. On the docks 
work is partially suspended. Inform ation 
lias been received here that five fishing 
smacks have been wrecked off Hastings, 
and that three persons were drowned in 
consequence. 
A coastguard boat, while attem pting to 
effect the rescue of the distressed seamen ol 
the Sand Gate, capsized, and seven of those 
on board were drowned. At police head­ 
quarters several persons are reported as 
missing, and it is leared they have perished 
in the snow dri ts. 
Some trains were stalled during the night, 
but their passengers were released this 
morning, many having suffered greatly 
;rom cold. 
Snow has been falling in London the 
whole night, and the storm has taken a 
fresh start, but in 
a milder form, in 
tiie north 
ot 
England 
and 
in Scot­ 
land. 
In the southwest of England a gale 
has been blowing interm ittingiy during the 
last twenty-four hours. 
Business at Bristol 
is suspended. Trains are snowed up in all 
directions.

phere of art and of intellect, which 
will help them far more than at first 
they may be disposed to think in 
their own artistic career. 

“Study 
the notes, the words, the intention 
andm eaningof everything;think these 
thoroughly out, gather it all up into 
one consecutive whole, and then and 
to it any genius you may have ol 
your own. 
And. in doing this do not 
he discouraged it you do not imined 
iately attain the desired result; birt 
persevere in your idea.

This is a good indication of 
the mental calibre of nearly every 
member of the board who voted for 
the unjust treatment of the Second 
ward teachers. We do not believe, 
with a single exception, of the mem­ 
bers above referred to, there is one 
who can construct a complete sentence, 
much less hold a fourth grade certifi­ 
cate, or serve intelligently on a board 
of education. This, indeed, is a most 
disgraceful state of affairs.

On Thursday evening last, at ita 
regular meeting, the board of educa­ 
tion adopted a resolution calling for 
the resignation of the two teachers in 
the 2nd ward school, to take effect 
March 27th, and elected Misses Lizzie 
Miller and Toot Clark to take their 
places. As neither of the young Indies 
referred to had ever received an inti­ 
mation from the superintendent or 
any erne alae but what they were giv­ 
ing the best of satisfaction, they were 
greatly surprised, and th# people of 
the city, especially of the 2nd ward, 
were justly indignant when the facta 
became known by formal notice to 
the discharged teachers on Saturday. 
The matter was freely discussed on 
Saturday, Sunday and Monday, and 
the president of the board was pre­ 
vailed upon to sail a special meeting 
for Monday night to reconsider the 
matter. Meanwhile a petition was cir­ 
culated in the 2nd ward and 120 sig­ 
natures secured, asking that the res­ 
olution be reconsidered and the teach­ 
ers re-instated. 
The board met in 
Hagberg’s store as per call, the meet­ 
ing being attended by a large num 
ber of indignant citizens, and the pe­ 
tition was presented. 
Remarks were 
made by Messrs. Treglswney, Frizzer, 
Congeon, Swartz and other 2nd ward 
citizens, all declaring that they were 
more than satisfied with the present 
teachers, and asked that they be re­ 
instated. But all to no effect. The 
petition and the motion to reconsider 
was laid on the table by a vote of 6 to 
3, Messrs. Towers, Titze, Erickson, 
Doran, Winters and Pennell votng 
y«*a, and Messrs. II ag tx rg, Willis and 
McKay voting no. 
Mr. Lagerquist 
was absent. 
Mr. Pennell explained 
his vote by saying that while he would 
like to see the teachers reinstated, he 
would vote against reconsidering be­ 
cause other teacher had been hired, 
which would cause embarrassment. 
McKay’s vote was a complete flop from 
the position he has occupied hereto­ 
fore, and he explained bis vote by 
saying that he thought the board did 
right, but he would vote to reconsider 
because his constituents demanded it. 
This action of the board in thus ig­ 
noring the wishes of the people of the 
2nd ward in a matter of such vital 
importance to them and their families 
has aroused great indignation, and 
the members who are responsible are 
being denounced 
in 
unmeasured 
terms as they richly deserve. 
This unjust octioo of the board 
makes interesting the publication of 
the true inwardness of a state of af 
fairs which is anything bot advents 
goons to our schools, and shows bow 
far some men will go to gratify their 
personal spite. About two years ago 
and some time previous to h:s election, 
a 4th ward member of tho board said 
to the writer of this article that he 
proposed to be a candidate for the 
school board, and if elected he woald 
see who ems running the schools, the 
board or Prof. Wilson; and further 
that he woald sos to it that the Prof. 
and his friends would be fired with 
out ceremony. This motive bos gov­ 
erned the action of this member ever 
ainee, aud for d o other reason than 
that the board refused to engage bis 
daughter as teacher because she could 
not pass the necessary examination, 
for which Prof. Wilson was in no wise 
to blame. By laboring quietly with 
members of the board,he succeeded in 
getting 8 sufficient number of the 
board, members equally as ignorant 
and incapable as himself, to do his 
bidding, and Prof. Wilson’s applies 
tion was rejected as a consequence, 
notwiths*andiDg the fact that fully 
three-fourths of our citizens desired 
to see him re-elected. He and his 
friends now seek to vent their spite 
upon all the old teachers who served 
under Prof. Wilson, and who liked 
him because of his ability as a leacher 
and his gentlemanly conduct towards 
them. They tried to prevent these 
teachers from being re-elected at the 
beginning of the year. But not sat isfied 
with simply trying to prevent their 
re-election, they have, at nearly every 
meeting since, tried 
to 
injure 
their standing as teachers by dis­ 
charging them, alleging incompetency 
as the cause. They have succeeded 
so far as two of the teachers are con­ 
cerned, but the force of their action, 
however, we are pleased to state, has 
been completely overcome, and the 
charge of incompetency most effectu­ 
ally refuted, by the actiqp of the pa­ 
rents of the children taught by these 
teachers, in protesting against their 
removal, and declaring themselves as 
more than satisfied with the progress 
the children were making. But there 
is no basis for the charge of incom­ 
petency whatever. 
It is true, that 
Miss Hall, the state inspector, did re­ 
port several of the teachers a little 
lax m discipline, but especially ad­ 
vised that they be retained and cor­ 
rected, and they would be all right 
Concerning their educational qualifi­ 
cations her report was favorable. 
Bat supposing these teachers were 
not giving the best of satisfaction, the 
attempt of these members to brand 
them as incompetent, after re-engag­ 
ing them for two years in succession, 
would still be most contemptible in 
the eyes of all fair-minded persons. 
Had they waited only two months 
longer, and then simply refused to 
employ them again, no harm would 
have resulted except the loss of good 
teachers in the school, but to publicly 
declare them incompetent by dismiss­ 
ing them, without cause, or previous 
complaint having been made to them, 
is not only unjust but dishonorable, 
and we greatly mistake the people of 
all parts of this city, if these members 
are not rebuked in no uncertain tones 
when the proper time arrives. 
Prof. Cheadle’s action in this mat­ 
ter, and in fact ever since his con­ 
nection with the schools here, has 
been far from commendable. 
In or­ 
der to make himself “solid,” he has 
lent himself a willing tool to this fac­ 
tion of the board, and has embraced 
every opportunity, as near as we can 
learn, to magnify little short comings 
on the part of these old teachers in 
reporting them to tim board, but has 


never had the fairness to call the at­ 
tention of the teachers themselves to 
these faults that they could correct 
them, which certainly was a duty he 
owed to them and his position. 
His 
great fault lay in bis desire, by his 
actions, to make himself popular with 
what he conceived to be the control­ 
ing element of the board, no matter 
what injury resulted to the schools, 
or what injustice was done to others. 
This toadying policy will not work 
long in an intelligent community like 
this, and he will have to change his 
methods, or the people will see that a 
better man succeeds them. 
Later.—It now transpires that ac­ 
cording to the contract the teachers 
had, the board could not discharge 
these teachers without paying them 
their salary for the balance of the 
year if they refused to resign, unless 
for good and sufficient cause. 
Ac­ 
cordingly a special meeting was called 
last night to consider this new phase 
of the question, which resulted in the 
matter being reconsideaftd mid the 
teachers re-instated, which is virtually 
mi admission that thers was no cause 
for their dismissal. The very mem­ 
ber who has been the prime mover rn 
the whole business, tried to escape 
the responsibility and shift it entirely 
on the superintendents shoulders, by 
saying the board had nothing to re­ 
consider, that the board had not offi­ 
cially notified these teachers, but it 
was the superintendent who did so, 
and he was to blame. This is in keep­ 
ing with his former actions, and shows 
the calibre of the man. Thus ends this 
disgraceful farce.

Unjust Treatment of Teachers Because 
of Persona! Spite and Ignorance 
ot Some Board Members. 


On Thursday evening last, at its 
regular meeting, the board of educa­ 
tion adopted a resolution calling for 
the resignation of the two teachers in 
the 2nd ward school, to take effect 
March 27th, and elected Misses Lizzie 
Miller and Toot Clark to take their 
places. As neither of the young ladies 
referred to had ever received an inti­ 
mation from the superintendent or 
any one else but what they were giv­ 
ing the best of satisfaction, they were 
greatly surprised, and the people of 
the city, especially of the 2nd ward, 
were justly indignant when the facts 
became known by formal notice to 
the discharged teachers on Saturday. 
The matter was frealy discussed on 
Saturday, Sunday and Monday, and 
the president of the board was pre­ 
vailed upon to call a special meeting 
for Monday night to reconsider the 
matter. Meanwhile a petition was cir­ 
culated in the 2 nd ward and 1 2 0 sig­ 
natures secured, asking that the res­ 
olution be reconsidered and the teach­ 
ers re-instated. 
The board met in 
Hagberg’s store aa per call, the meet­ 
ing being attended by a large num­ 
ber of indignant citizens, and the pe­ 
tition was presented. 
Remarks were 
made by Messrs. Treglawney, Frizzel’, 
Congdon, Swartz and other 2nd ward 
citizens, all declaring that they were 
more than satisfied with the present 
teachers, and asked that they b© re­ 
instated. 
But all to no effect. 
The 
petition and the motion to reconsider 
was laid on the table by a vote of 6 to 
3, Messrs. Towers, Titze, Erickson, 
Doran, Winters and Pennell votng 
yea, and Messrs. Hag berg, Willis and 
McKay voting no. 
Mr. Lagerqnist 
was absent. 
Mr. Pennell explained 
his vote by saying that while he would 
like to see the teachers reinstated, he 
would vote against reconsidering be­ 
cause other teacher had been hired, 
which would cause embarrassment. 
McKay’s vote was a complete flop from 
the position he has occupied hereto­ 
fore, and he explained his vote by 
saying that he thought the board did 
right, but he would vote to reconsider 
l>ecaune his constituents demanded it. 
This action of the board iu thus ig­ 
noring the wishes of the people of the 


2 nd ward in a matter of such vital 
importance to them and their families 
has aroused great indignation, and 
the members who are responsible are 
being 
denounced 
in 
unmeasured 
terms as they richly deserve. 
This unjust action of the board 
makes interesting the publication of 
the true inwardness of a state of af­ 
fairs which is anything but advanta­ 
geous to our schools, and shows how 
far some men will go to gratify their 
personal spite. 
About two years ago 
and some time previous to h i election, 
a 4th ward member of ths board said 
to the writer of this article that he 
proposed to be a candidate for the 
school board, and if elected he would 
see who was running the schools, the 
board or Prof. Wilson; and further 
that he would see to it that the Prof. 
and his friends would be fired with­ 
out ceremony. 
This motive has gov­ 
erned the action of this member ever 
since, and for no other reason than 
that the board refused to engage his 
daughter as teacher because she could 
not pass the necessary examination, 
for which Prof. Wilson was in no wise 
to blame. 
By laboring quietly with 
members of the board,he succeeded in 
getting a sufficient number of the 
board, members equally as ignorant 
and incapable as himself, to do his 
bidding, and Prof. Wilson’s applica­ 
tion was rejected as a consequence. 
notwiths*andmg the fact that fully 
three-fourths of our citizens desired 
to see him re-elected. 
He and his 
friends now seek to vent their spite 
upon all the old teachers who served 
under Prof. Wilson, and who liked 
him because of his ability as a teacher 
and his gentlemanly conduct towards 
them. 
They tried to prevent these 
teachers from being re-elected at the 
beginning of the year. But not satisfied 
with simply trying to prevent their 
re-election, they have, at nearly every 
meeting since, tried 
to 
injure 
their standing as teachers by dis­ 
charging them, alleging incompetency 
as the cause. 
They have eucceeded 
so far as two of the teachers are con­ 
cerned, but the force of their action, 
however, we are pleased to state, has 
been completely overcome, and the 
charge of incompetency most effectu­ 
ally refuted, by the actiqp of the pa­ 
rents of the children taught by these 
teachers, in protesting against their 
removal, and declaring themselves as 
more than satisfied with the progress 
the children were making. 
But there 
is no basis for the charge of incom­ 
petency whatever. 
It is trua, that 
Miss Hall, the state inspector, did re­ 
port several of ths teachers a little 
lax m discipline, but especially ad­ 
vised that they be retained and cor­ 
rected, and they would be all right. 
Concerning their educational qualifi­ 
cations her report was favorable. 
But supposing these teachers were 
not giving the best of satisfaction, the 
attempt of these members to brand 
them as incompetent, after re-engag­ 
ing them for two years in succession, 
would still be roost contemptible in 
the eyes of all fair-minded persons. 
Had they waited only two months 
longer, and then simply refused to 
employ them again, no harm would 
have resulted except the loss of good 
teachers in the school, but to publicly 
declare them incompetent by dismiss­ 
ing them, without cause, or previous 
complaint having been made to them, 
is not only unjust but dishonorable, 
and we greatly mistake the people of 
all parts of this city, if these members 
are not rebuked in no uncertain tones 
when the proper time arrivos. 
Prof. Cheadle’8 action in this mat­ 
ter, and in fact ever since his con­ 
nection with the schools here, has 
been far from commendable. 
In or­ 
der to make himself “solid,” he has 
lent himself a williDg tool to this fac­ 
tion of the board, and has embraced 
, every opportunity, as neer as we can 
i learn, to magnify little short comings 
on the part of these old teachers in 
reporting them to the board, but has 


never had the fairness to call the at­ 
tention of the teachers themselves to 
these faults that they could correct 
them, which certainly was a duty he 
owed to them and his position. 
His 
great fault lay in his desire, by his 
actions, to make himself popular with 
what he conceived to be the control- 
ing element of the board, no matter 
what injury resulted to the schools, 
or what injustice was done to others. 
This toadying policy will not work 
long in an intelligent community like 
this, and he will have to change his 
methods, or the people will see that a 
better man succeeds them. 
L atzb.—It now transpires that ac­ 
cording to the contract the teachers 
had, the board could not discharge 
these teachers without paying them 
their salary for the balance of the 
year if they refused to resign, unless 
for good and sufficient cause. 
Ac­ 
cordingly a special meeting was called 
last night to consider this new phase 
of the question, which resulted in the 
matter being reconsidered and the 
teachers re-instated, which is virtually 
an admission that there was no cause 
for their dismissal. The very mem­ 
ber who has been the prime mover m 
the whole business, tried to escape 
the responsibility and shift it entirely 
on the superintendents shoulders, by 
saying the board had nothing to re­ 
consider, that the board had not offi­ 
cially notified these teachers, but it 
was the superintendent who did so, 
and he was to blame. This is m keep­ 
ing with hi* former actions, and shows 
the calibre of the man. Thus ends this 
disgraceful farce.
